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(54) WASHING NET 
(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To easily produce the washing net, which can satisfactorily keep the 
shape corresponding to laundry, by forming the bottom piece of the washing net 
with two pieces of upper and lower meshed clothes and interposing a loop- 
shaped wire corresponding to the shape of the entire outer peripheral edge of 
the bottom piece between both the meshed clothes when sewing the bottom 



piece and the main body of a bag. 

CONSTITUTION: Concerning a washing net 1, the entire is semispherically 
formed, and a bottom piece 4 is formed by two pieces of meshed clothes 2 and 
3. Then, a lower end peripheral edge 6 of a main body 5 of the bag is sewn 
through a sewing part 9 to a peripheral edge 8 of the bottom piece 4 by tack 
sewing to perform sewing with tacks 7. In this case, a loop-shaped wire 10 
formed corresponding to the entire outer peripheral edge shape of the bottom 
piece 4 is interposed between both the meshed clothes 2 and 3 at the time of 
sewing the bottom piece 4 and the main body 5 of the bag, and tack sewing is 
performed. Thus, the loop-shaped wire 10 is positioned inside the sewing part 9 
between both the meshed clothes 2 and 3. Besides, an opening part 11 is 
formed over the full length of the main body 5 of the bag in the direction of a 
diameter line, and a tape 14 of a slide fastener 13 is sewn at an opening edge 12 




of the opening part 11.
